School Snapshot 2014-15 Accountability System Dashboard

Excel Centers serve a primarily adult population. Given that the general Accountability Rule does not appropriately measure success for students who are 18 and
older, on October 14, 2015, the Indiana State Board of Education approved a new Adult Accountability Rule (511 IAC 6.3) which calculates a grade based on a
graduation calculation and various college and career readiness indicators. The rule applies to all charter schools that have a majority of students enrolled with

the school that: (1) belong to a graduation cohort that has already graduated; or (2) are over the age of eighteen (18) years of age. The new rule became effective
January of 2016.
